Now from Wales comes the news that 
Catholic Poles, former prisoners in England and now 
“flooded with money,” are able to buy farms which the 
Welsh have not the means to purchase. From North Italy, 
also, news comes that Waldensians are being edged out in 
the same fashion.

NORTHERN BAPTISTS CHANGE THEIR TITLE 

San Francisco.—The Northern Baptist Convention voted 
to change its name to the American Baptist Convention, a 
move designed to merge all Baptist groups in the Nation. 

The actual change will be made effective at the 1950 

onvention in Boston. 

The Convention voted unanimously to invite the South- 
ern Baptist Convention to unite with the Northern 
Convention under the new name. The Southerners with- 
drew in 1845 over the issue of slavery. 

Delegates then voted, again unanimously, to make the 
merger all-inclusive by inviting all organized Baptist con- 
ventions in the continental United States—including bi- 
lingual groups and the two big Negro conventions, 

Delegates wound up their meetings here with the 
election of Mrs. H. G. Colwell, Loveland, Colo., to the Con- 
vention presidency. 
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Mrs. Colwell became the third woman ever to hold that 


office.

TEN CITIES WITH BEST HABITS OF SPEECH (?) 


WASHINGTON (U.P.)—The Linguaphone Institute of 
America today named ten U. S. cities which it regards as 
having “the best American speech habits.” 

The honor list includes Washington, D. C., Hollywood, 
Calif., Dallas, Chicago, New Haven, New Orleans, New York, 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., Madison, Wis., and Denver. 

The institute gave these reasons for its selections: 

WASHINGTON, “because it is the home of American 
oratory.” 

HOLLYWOOD, because of the “high pressure charm” of 
the movie colony’s speech. 

DALLAS, because of its “uninhibited brashness.” 

CHICAGO, because of its “friendly combination of rural 
and big city accents.” 

NEW HAVEN, “where speech is dignified without being 
stuffy.” 

NEW ORLEANS, “where speech embodies the grace of the 
Southern drawl, the fire of the French accent with the 
efficient business-like speech of a commercial metropolis.” 

NEW YORK, because of its “international flavor, blended 
from the best speaking qualities of the Irish; the Italian, 
the Jewish, the Negro and other groups.” 

OAK RIDGE, “where American speech has the 
highest I. Q.” 

MADISON, “because children speak better there than in 
any other American city. due to its wide-awake school 
system.” 

DENVER, where “speech is the calmest and with the 
least amount of stammer.”

MINISTERS AT FIFTY 


We know of nothing more untrue and unjust than the 
statement that a minister, when he reaches fifty years of 
age, has passed. the zenith of his usefulness. With all good 
things to be said in favor of young ministers—and we have 
many who are demonstrating promise of great usefulness 
and power in Christian service—yet the ordinary run-of- 
the-mill are generally ready to admit that it takes years 
and years to learn how to be a well-trained, mature, and 
accomplished pastor. Most of the elderly pastors look back 
upon their youth with amazing gratitude to their early 
churches and to church members who put up with their 
failings and inexperience so bravely and hopefully. The 
age of fifty is no mark against any minister. It should 
be a badge of honor for him. If a man is incompetent, he 
generally is so long before he ever reaches fifty. If he has 
been competent up to the time that he has reached his 
fiftieth birthday, then we boldly affirm that that man is 
at his best and undoubtedly is in the most promising period 
of his life. It is incredible to us that churches shall be so 
artificial as to put an age limit of fifty on any man they 
will consider for their pastorates. This would not be wise, 
and it certainly is an obstacle to the leadership of the Holy 
Spirit in the selection of a divinely-called pastor. When 
a man reaches his fiftieth birthday, it does him no good 
to be set back or set down. Give him encouragement and 
hope, and he will render you unexpected service—John

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Christian Characteristics 


“And the first beast was like a lion, 
and the second beast like a calf, and 
the third beast had a face as a man, 
and the fourth beast was like a flying 
eagle,” Rev. 4:7. 


These faces are very significant and 
describe the characteristics of Chris- 
tians. The first beast, you will notice, 
had the face of a lion. It has been said 
that the lion represents boldness and 
strength. The lion is a very fitting type 
- of the strength and courage of a true 
child of God who has exercised him- 
self spiritually and has a healthy, spir- 
itual body, for the Bible says that one 
will chase a thousand and two shall 
put ten thousand to flight. 

The second beast had the face of a 
calf. That calf denotes the ox, the 
animal used’ to pull loads. Therefore, 
let us notice the quality and nature 
of the ox. What is the nature of the 
ox? I believe John had in mind humil- 
ity, patience, and faithfulness. I re- 
member very distinctly when my fa- 
ther had a group of men in the forest 
back of the house logging timber, how 
the old oxen would pull those loads, 
how they would get right in the yoke 
and put every pound of their weight 
against the load with no thought of 
failing. They would even get down on 
their knees in pulling the load. An- 
other thing, the men only had to say, 
“Gee,” or, “Haw,” when they wanted 
them to turn. They were willing to do 
what they were told to do. I stood 
there one day, in the edge of the field, 
as they were driving the oxen out of 
the marshes with a heavy load of logs. 
Those oxen were hardly able to move, 
bogged up in the mire. The old cart 
bogged down, but the oxen continued 
to pull together. They got lower and 
lower until they fell to their knees, 
but still they were in the yoke pulling. 
I saw the man as he went back and 
took hold of the wheel of the cart and 
gave it a tug. If you have the spirit 
of the ox, when the load is heavy you 
will get on your knees and groan in 
the Spirit, in prayer, and the load will 
begin to move. God will seemingly get 
hold of the wheels and give you help, 
and you will go forward again. Don’t 
forget that God is looking on the scene. 

The third beast had the face of a 
man and represents intelligence. God 
wanted us to know that it takes spirit-

ual intelligence to be Christians and 
servants of God and His Church. We 
have to be intelligent enough to know 
how to work for God. Some are unbal- 
anced and think that everything else 
should come first, but we know “he 
that winneth souls is wise.” You can be 
ignorant, as far as education is con- 
cerned, and be spiritually intelligent. 
It does not take a lot of education and 
a string of degrees, but it does take 
spiritual intelligence. Hallelujah! Free 
moral agency is involved in our spir- 
itual intelligence. God didn’t give the 
lower animals free moral agency, but 
He gave it to man. It is the fact that 
we have our free moral agency that 
man is involved in these qualifications 
and accompanying responsibilities. 

Last, but not least, the fourth beast 
had the face of a flying eagle. There 
are some peculiarities about the eagle, 
and I think they are the climaxing 
point of this truth, the quality of the 
saints of God that is fit for the bride 
of Christ. I am told that during the 
day, when the sun is shining brightly, 
beaming down with all of its heat, 
if you are standing on the beach you 
will hear the eagle making a peculiar 
noise down the stream. Then you will 
hear an answer from the other direc- 
tion. After a while you will see the 
eagle flying down, meeting his mate 
from the other side. Then they will 
start soaring up, up, up, until they go 
beyond the clouds. After they get out 
of sight, the sun hides its face, the 
winds begin to blow, the storm rages, 
houses are blown to pieces, but where 
the eagle is the sun still shines. Do you 
have that quality? The poet says, “Be- 
yond the clouds, the sun still shines.” 

Another thing about the eagle is, 
when she starts to make her nest she 
goes to the highest peak of the moun- 
tain and gets where no one can find 
her. She begins with sticks and brush, 
next a layer of briars; then she takes 
grass and lines the briars, forming 
her nest. She pulls feathers out of her 
own body and lines the nest for her 
young—they sit in that downy nest 
for several months, and that old moth- 
er eagle comes in morning, noon, and 
night and brings things for those ba- 


bies to eat. They sit right there and 
let her feed them until they are great 
big birds. The mother gets discontent- 
ed with those big babies and tries to 
get them to fly, but they refuse. She 
begins to pull feathers out of the nest; 

then she pulls out grass. The vou 
still can’t fly. Then she pulls out all o 

the grass and leaves them sitting right 
on the thorns. Still they sit there. 
They sit up on the side of the nest, 
and still they won’t try to fly. After 
a while the mother eagle gets tired of 
that and takes them by force and flies 
away up and turns them loose.

She re- 
peats this until she teaches them to 
fly. The next time she turns them 
loose, she notices that they can fly a 
little, and when they fly just a little 
bit, they land on a smooth place. The

OD IS HOLY and will not 
countenance pollution in any 
/ person. The creation of man 
was done in holiness. Man was holy 
after being created. God saw that 
there was a separation coming be- 
fore man sinned, and He began to 
prepare a plan for his cleansing. “Be- 
fore the foundation of the world,” 
He chose us in Him to be holy before 
Him without blame, for God will not 
have any dealings with that which is 
not holy, except in judgment. This is 
the reason we must live holy. “Blessed 
are the pure in heart: for they shall 
see God.” 

Holiness is the key word for the 
Church today. By it she will shine; 
without it she is polluted. 

“Just what is holiness?” some may 
ask. Putting it in plain English, it is 
an act of grace by the blood, admin- 
istered by the Holy Ghost, to purge 
the conscience forever of those who 
are blessed thereby. 

“Sanctification” may be used in some 
places in the Scripture with the mean- 
ing of being set apart, but nothing 
will be accepted’ with God without be- 
ing clean. There is one thing sure, a 
person cannot be sanctified except he 
first repents and is born again; then 
he can be set apart for God’s use. If 
this fundamental truth is ever crushed 
in the Church of God, our power will 
vanish like Samson’s when he told the 
secret of his power to the woman in 
whose lap he rested his head.

ship and popularity. No doubt, if we 
would compromise on holiness we 
would grow by leaps and bounds, in 
number, but if we continue to preach 
and practice holiness (sanctification) 
we will be despised, accused, and 
looked upon by the world as trash, un- 
til God exalts us at His right hand. 
Please allow me to add a little testi- 
mony to this. I received the Holy Ghost 
without being taught much about 
sanctification. I attended a big meet- 
ing in Oklahoma City in 1927-28, where 
hundreds came. These people did not 
lay stress on holiness. I also visited a 
little brick church where a bishop in 
the Pentecostal Holiness Church was 
pastoring. They taught sanctification 
and a sweet spirit prevailed in those 
services. It was like honey in the rock! 
The devil seemed to whisper to me, 
“Where is your big crowd? If you 
preach holiness, it is a slow way, and 
people will not come to hear you.” 
Being a young minister, I was in great 
confusion about the subject. I decided, 
however, that God was able to help 
me understand the doctrine, and for- 
ever it would be settled. So, I took it 
to God in prayer and fasting, asking 
Him for wisdom to understand His 
plan concerning this truth. After sev- 
eral days of hard trials and temptation 
by the seducer of saints, the blessed 
scripture began to open up on this 
great subject. I found it everywhere 
in the Scripture. The ninth chapter of 
Hebrews began to open up like a 
screen, unfolding the truths about the 
shadows and figures of which Paul 
spoke. Yes, the outer court where the 
brazen altar appeared, which John the 
Baptist fulfilled in preaching repent- 
ance; then the brazen laver, represent- 
ing to me our part in sanctification; 
the holy place where we enter with 


praise and thanksgiving when fully 
sanctified by the blood of Christ; and 
leading me on through the scriptures, 
through the second vail into the holi- 
est of all that Paul said signified the 
Holy Ghost which they could not re- 
ceive while the first tabernacle was yet 
standing, but Christ became our High 
Priest, to enter not into the holiest 
made with hands, but into heaven it- 
self, to appear before God for us all. 
He prayed the Father for another 
Comforter, the Holy Ghost, to come 
to abide with us forever, but we hag 
be holy to receive Him, and we 
have to keep holy to keep Him. 

Some may ask if this is an instan- 
taneous experience or do you get it 
gradually? The first step with God in 
repentance is a step toward holiness. 
A man cannot be justified without be- 
ing free from his actual sins. But, as 
we. proceed, whether it be seconds, 
minutes, hours, days, or years, we fol- 
low on through the cleansing until 
the gift we are offering is washed at 
the brazen laver and we enter the 
holy place. Then, instantaneously, 
something cries out,“CLEAN! CLEAN! 
CLEAN!” Praise the Lord! After we 
are sanctified, it is no trouble to re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost. 

Another question is asked: “Do we 
not have to die out to sin daily?” NO! 
NO! We can reckon ourselves dead 
deed to sin. Other questions like t 
are asked. “Do you lose your temper 
when you are sanctified?” No, you do 
not. Nature still works as God has 
given us; our temper and other nat- 
ural faculties function right on; but, 
being cleansed and made holy, evil 
tendencies control us no longer. The 
devil entered in, took man’s temper, 
put it on the extreme, and caused him 
to fight, curse, and even kill, He also

entered the other precious faculties of 
man and caused him to walk after the 
lust of the flesh. But when Satan has 
been put on the outside through for- 
giveness of sins, and the life made 
holy, these things of nature can be 
controlled according to the law that 
God gave for nature. When a sancti- 
fied person gets angry, the Word says, 
“Bless and curse not.” He does not 
have to curse even though the devil 

ay tempt him to do so. He has the 
@iciory over the devil. He does not 
want to smite a man because he is 
angry with him, but he loves him even 
though he is angry with him. 


Some may make a big bugaboo about 
holiness, but simply it is obeying God 
from the heart, for He said, “Be ye 
holy.” How can we be otherwise and 
please Him? 


There are people who have misrep- 
resented the standard of holiness by 
trying to be angels instead of men. 
God wants us to be men, walking on 
feet, bearing the image of the earthly, 
so He might shine through us. If we 
bear the image of the earthly now, and 
live righteous, we will, no doubt, bear 
the image of the heavenly later. If 
holiness is not practical, then we don’t 
need it. I do not mean by this to bring 
t down where we live in the natural. 

mean that we should get ourselves 
up to where God’s standard is. I am 
sure God does not have the standard 
too high for man to live, but He has 
it where any reasonable Christian can 
reach it. Some have set the standard 
where they could not reach it and 
only ended with shameful defeat. 


We may meet with many things 
that we do not know just how to cope 
with, and mistakes may be made, but 
watch the Christian man come out 
of it by tears and making things right; 
for as soon as he knows that he has 
done the wrong thing, he will apolo- 
gize and ask God and his fellow man 
to forgive him. He then feels no guilt, 
but is sorry that the mistake was made 
and will never do it again. If he should 
do it again, he would be guilty of sin, 


feel clear. We can grow in grace and 
in the knowledge of Christ and become 
more efficient Christians. The blood of 
Christ makes us clean, and none of 
our good works can cleanse us. It is 
an impossibility for people to make 
themselves purer than the blood of 
Christ can cleanse them. We only learn 
how to shun the thing that is con- 
trary to the truth, and through the 
knowledge of Christ we become more 


) } @::: his conscience would no longer 
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Christlike. Oh, how we need to seek 
Him and live more like Him that our 
good will not be evil spoken of. 

There are some people that I know 
of who are good Christians, yet they 
do not watch their conversations nor 
their dealings with men, and their 
good is evil spoke of, and they receive 
just criticism for their faults. Is that 
holiness? Is that suffering for 
Christ’s sake? No; God is not 
pleased, and He requires us to help 
our brethren in making the adjust- 
ments that will enable them to live like 
Christ lived. However, we should never 
condemn a person for his mistake 
until we know under what condition 
he has made it.

sin. If, however, sin is committed de- 
liberately or through ignorance and 
weakness, we should try to restore such 
an one in the spirit of meekness, con- 
sidering ourselves that we could like- 
wise be tempted. 

The Church of God has always pro- 
moted holiness as the standard of 
Christian living, and I am sure that if 
we not only advance the thought of 
sanctification, but make it our con- 
tinued practice of living, God will con- 
tinue to bless the Church with such 
spiritual blessings as will make us grow 
in grace. When a man’s conscience is 
pure he has the feeling of peace and 
confidence; he can look the whole 
world in the face with no guilt in his 
soul, but has the comfort of knowing 
he is clear of the penalty of all laws. 


When we drive our cars according to 
the traffic laws, we do not fear to 
meet the man sent out to look for 
violators; we feel that he is our pro- 
tection. But when we have been speed- 
ing where we ought not, or have driv- 
en through a stop light, we feel that 
he is our enemy instead of our protec- 
tion. It is the same in respect to the 
law of God. If we have obeyed, we can 
praise Him for His law; but if we are 
guilty of violating, we feel that all who 
are set to enforce the law are our en- 
emies and all they try to do to help 
us, we feel, is against us, because we 
are violators. 

We often hear this statement made, 
which I think is erroneous: “I am not 
perfect, and I don’t see or hear of 
anyone that is. I suppose that if I 
were to become perfect, I would be 
immediately called away.” But Paul, 
speaking of forgetting things that are 
behind, says in Phil. 3:15, “Let us 
therefore, as many as be perfect, be 
thus minded: and if in any thing ye 
be otherwise minded...”

Knowledge is 
something that we acquire through 
study and experience. Therefore, we 
can be more perfect in works if we seek 
after Christ after we have found Him. 
If we are not perfect in holiness, then 
we are guilty and are no longer in the 
favor of God. We may not be perfect 
in works of righteousness, and, if we 
are ignorant of the fact, we are not 
guilty of sin, but we are robbed of good 
things through such ignorance. Many 
live below their privileges in the works 
of righteousness. Jesus wants to bless 
us with many things that we are not 
able to receive because we have not 
met the requirements of His law to 
receive them, and, as I said in the be- 
ginning, we cannot persuade God to 
stoop to our insignificant ways and 
ideas, for His ways are high above our 
ways. As we meet the requirements of 
His Word we receive the peaceful 
blessing thereof. 

“Holiness without which no man 
shall see the Lord.” This is the rule 
by which God has set for us to live. 
This may be despised of those who 
object to the truth, but this is precious 
to Him with whom we have to do—He 
that loved us and planned that we 
should be holy and without blame.

Dear Brother in the Faith of Jesus 


Christ: 

Peace be with you, Brother Walker. 
May this bring a fraternal and af- 
fectionate salutation to all of you. 

I received your letter five days ago, 
which was refreshing in the midst of 
the persecution. Since last May 
various Pentecostal ministers met in 
Paris, France, to propose a union of 
all Pentecostal churches in one body 
to make a common front to the op- 
position which Christ’s church has 
had to face. . .. I am not surprised be- 
cause the letters I send, and those 
which are sent to me are being opened 
and examined in the mail, according 
to the information I have received. 

They have told me to be quiet. They 
have just about excommunicated me 
with New York, Puerto Rico, the 
Dominican Republic, Barcelona, Ma- 
drid, and LaCoruna. I have been driven 
out by the civil authorities four times 
for preaching and teaching the gospel. 
The last time, I went to the capital to 
present all the abuses committed by 
the local and provincial authorities to 
the Government. After presenting the 
expedients in the ministry, they asked

me various questions which I an- 
swered, saying that the governor did 
not wish to give me audience in order 
to get the abuses of the civil and 
ecclesiastical authorities .. , corrected. 
Documents were given me with orders 
that I go to this town fearlessly, and 
that none should molest me further. 
Praise the Lord for victory which He 
gave me .. . in 1948. Since then, I have 
had freedom to speak of the gospel in 
spite of opposition and persecution. 
The divine light has shined in the 
darkness. Hallelujah! 

Here there are hundreds of believers 
desiring that a local church (or a 
site) be opened that all fear of the 
threats of the Roman clergy may be 
lost. From June of the last year to 
July of this year, the Lord has opened 
the doors in four towns. . . . Now the 
Lord has opened the doors in two 
other towns. ... I request your prayers 
that my country may be as the United 
States of America; that there be 
liberty to worship; that souls may 


come to a knowledge of salvation and 
receive it. 

Brother Walker, I was born again in 
New York in January, 1934, at the 
Pentecostal Church. I grew up in the 
Pentecostal Church, and I continue 
in the Pentecostal Church (the church 
of power). Brother Walker, my com- 
munion with all of you brings me 
much pleasure, because, though absent 
in the body, nevertheless, in spirit I 
am with you. (Col. 2:5.) My chief joy 
(after that of salvation) is the corre 
spondence I have with the brethren. 
(1 John 1:7.) I sincerely thank you for 
the letter you sent. ... In another 
letter I shall explain more to you 
about the development of the work 
... and its surroundings. With pleas- 
ant greetings to you and all the 
brethren, Brother Walker, receive the 
Christian love from your brother in 
Christ.

THE UNITED BIBLE SOCIETIES 
MEET 


With a united distribution of more 
than seventeen million copies of the 
Scriptures last year, reported at the 
recent conference of the United Bible 
Societies in New York City, the organi- 
zation, during its meetings, approved a 
schedule to be known as the “Two 
Year Plan,” which will be undertaken 
by the United Bible Societies during 
the next two years. ; 

Delegates from more than twenty 
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countries, secretaries and members of 
National Bible Societies, met in this 
country for the first time, guests of 
the American Bible Society, a mem- 
ber of the group. The organization was 
formed in England in 1946. 

Future plans of the United Bible 
Societies include research work on the 
world needs for Scriptures; also needs 
for publishing facilities in areas where 
additional presses might be of strate- 
gic importance. Information is being 
gathered concerning the distribution 
of the Scriptures in “closed lands,” 
which include Tibet, Afghanistan and 
Russia, also to publish “The Bible 
Translator.” The purpose of this pe- 
riodical is to provide information for 
translators, many of whom live in iso- 
lated sections where communication 
with those engaged in similar work is 
impossible. 

Four Bible Societies were welcomed 
as new members of the organization, 
the newly formed Bible Society of 
Brazil, the Hibernian Bible Society, 
the China Bible House, and the Ko- 
rean Bible Society.

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My Home Land Is Behind the Iron Curtain 


By ERNST VAHI, Secretary for Lutheran World Federation's Service to Refugees 


So much has been said of DP’s and 
will be said in the future. DP’s are the 
middle-point of numerous talks, dis- 
cussions, and conferences between 
various nations and powers. They are 

e black sheep among the white. 
@:: a time they are accused, very 

ldom lauded, but mostly hated—as 
the purposes and situations require. 
Very often they are reproached that 
they wish to intern in DP camps in 
Germany and are unwilling to return 
home for some “fancy” and “suspi- 
cious” reasons. 


Communism Means Torment 
I must say this reproach is not fair. 
Being a DP myself I understand the 
situation and reasons and am con- 
cerned and familiar with all these 
problems. If one studies a little more 
the background of why they are un- 
willing to return home and prefer the 
almost inhuman life in old army 
camps in devastated Germany, one 
will be astonished at these unbeliev- 
able but natural and obvious reasons 
ich keep us far off from our loved 
@:: lands. To be honest—it’s death 
at waits us in our home country. In- 
deed, death isn’t so bad, I would say. 
Worse than death is the life under 
communism: the permanent fear, in- 
security, starvation—which means a 
mental and physical torment for 
weeks, months, years...And the end 
is all the same—death... 
Life Is Gruesome 
In spite of being cut off from home, 
from relatives, from loved ones—we do 
not know what happens there, what’s 
going on with our mothers, fathers, 
sisters, and brothers—with all those 
who couldn’t escape. The stories those 
few who manage to fight their way 
through into security tell us are most 
thrilling and gruesome. These are a 
warning for the rest of the world, the 
ountries and people on this side of 
@: “Tron Curtain.” This personal in- 
ormation they bring from behind the 
iron curtain lifts the mask from the 
real face of communism. The latter, of 
course, is anxious to keep it hidden 
and secret so that the people in the 
West will not see how it really looks. It 
fails very often. These are holes in the 
Iron Curtain through which we can 
peek—even into my home land—Es- 
tonia. 
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Cruelties Smell of Blood 

The communists are very skilled in 
tearing into ruins the civilization of 
the blossoming Baltic States which 
they invaded for the first time in 1940. 
Their crimes against humanity and 
cruelties smell of blood. How happy 
the people were when they escaped the 
the Russians who had to withdraw in 
1941. The following period was but a 
brief relieving breath under the Nazi 
occupation. After three years the Rus- 
sians came back again, in the autumn 
of 1944. They were more thorough in 
their cruel methods than ever before. 
Their policy was murder, deportation, 
robbery, rape, violation of humanity 
and laws, and keeping the world blind 
to their real shape. Should we return 
to such a misfortune? Is that a life 
for human beings? 

All Is Propaganda 

Towns in Estonia, once so pros- 
perous and clean, look like villages 
now. Life and traffic in the streets 
stop at sunset. What should one look 
for in the street? It’s only a piece of 
bread you can buy in the shop—and 
that’s all to keep yourself alive. One 
cannot eat imported cotton toys of 
Russian origin—dogs and cats—which 
decorate show windows. Loudspeakers 
at the street corners cast into the air 
their endless propaganda which is so 
mixed with Russian “new look” music 
characteristic of Russian radio pro- 
grams. It sounds so weird and chal- 
lenging in the empty streets. Nobody 
listens to it! Everybody considers home 
a much safer place than the open, be- 
cause so easily an imprudent word 
could fall, which is enough to make 
someone disappear for ever. 

Once there was a beautiful public 
park with a lovely pond in our capital. 
Now Russian women do their washing 
in it and the soldiers water their 
horses not far away. 

Disappearances Are Frequent 

There are lines in front of shops. 
After waiting for hours one can finally 
buy some bread of the worst quality 
and some withering salt-fish. From 
time to time people disappear from 
these lines. Why? They have lost their 
patience, have made some “unwanted 
compliments” about the state or com- 
munism, and they are never seen 
again. 


There are lines in front of prisons 
and NKVD (Russian Secret Police) 
cellars. Thousands of innocent civil- 
ians await their destiny, their last 
hour behind these gloomy, cold, stone- 
walls—in those numerous cells and 
torment-chambers. The walls are thick 
and soundproof; there are no unwant- 
ed eyes looking on; nobody knows 
what is going on inside... But outside 
wait their relatives. They wait for 
hours, for days, for weeks, to get fin- 
ally a single word from their loved 
ones or to give them some food which 
has been obtained with difficulty. Very 
often food is no longer needed, and 
the relatives wait in vain. 

Die Like Flies 

Freight trains with barbed doors and 
windows line up at the stations. This 
is the sign that the prisons are again 
overcrowded and trains start their 
sorry journey with cars full of human 
cargo, full of unhappy people, to 
“Soviet Paradise’”—Siberia. Vorkuta 
coal mines are awaiting new laborers, 
since the killing hard labor has been 
so merciful and has freed so many 
places for new victims of the Com- 
munist Regime... 

A letter arrived from those mines... 
people call for help... people die like 
flies. . .hunger ...diseases...nobody re- 
sists longer than two months... in this 
living death...But nobody hears them 
—nobody can help. They are buried 
alive. 

There was a former policeman’s son. 
He got ten years. Ten long years for 
being mobilized in the German Army 
as a clerk. He was lucky—he did not 
see the end of the first year...There 
was a youth and his father who had 
been a banker in independent Estonia. 
They never heard again of mother, 
wife, sisters or daughters. They had 
been separated long ago. 

Families Are Scattered 

There was a sailor who had light- 
mindedly chattered that he knew of 
the escape of a fish-sloop. He got 
twenty-five years for not denouncing 
this. Twenty-five years—a punishment 
which replaces the death sentence. 

A group of Estonian regular army 
officers were sentenced and sent to 
Siberia. They managed to escape back 
to Estonia. They worked in different

places all over the country but were 
discovered and nobody has seen them 
since. 

There are husbands who by some 
accident escaped to Germany and are 
residing in DP camps now. Their wives 
in Estonia are forced to call them back 
—otherwise they must remarry with a 
Russian or a Mongol or another Asiatic 
replacing their Estonian husbands. Is 
it human? 

More than a half of the population 
are Russians as a result of numerous 
deportations and replacements. 


Spies Check Church People 
Q e212. is persecuted. Confirmation 
ast spring had to be cancelled be- 
cause of the high confirmation fee 
1,200 rubles. One ruble is about 20 
cents. One earns 300-500 rubles a 
month. Nobody could pay it. A church 
wedding costs 1,500 rubles. The com- 
munist constitution assures a freedom 
of religion but also a freedom to fight 
religion. No difference is being made 
between Lutheran and Orthodox 
churches. Although spies check every- 
body entering church, people do at- 
tend services. So the mental pressure 
has almost been completed by now. 
Propaganda films, which are real non- 
sense, are being shown. Free literature 
has been eliminated. However, books 
saved from independence period still 
go round and are being read into 
jieces. 
The social conditions are deteriorat- 
g. A factory hand earns 300-400 ru- 
bles a month. Pork costs 45-50 rubles 
for two pounds. Bread is made of rye, 
oats, and wheat chaff and costs 280 
rubles for two pounds. Potatoes cost 2- 
3 rubles in the shop but the farmer 
gets only 5 kopeikas (one twentieth of 
a ruble) for two pounds. Shoes cost 
230-500 rubles, trousers of very bad 
quality 300 rubles, a sack-like suit 
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1,500-1,600 rubles. It’s advisable to 
wear a bad suit in unlighted streets 
at night, otherwise you return home 
in your underwear or in the worse case 
—your naked corpse will be found 
next morning! 

A famous Estonian heavy-weight 
wrestling champion is the only civilian 
possessing a private car. It cost 10,000 
rubles and of German origin. Bicy- 
cles cost 1,400 rubles, a watch 2,000 
rubles. 

Words Are Without Meaning 

A “class free” and “equal” commun- 
ity are the words told to citizens al- 
most every day. These are but mere 
words. There are several special shops 
and institutions where only Soviet 
citizens and high ranking officers, 
party members and other selected 
personnel can purchase for consider- 
ably lower prices. 

If somebody is captured wearing 
clothes of the same stuff the higher 
“functioners” wear, there will be an 
immediate inquiry. The result is that 
all participants get 15 years hard 
labor. 

All workers are searched for stolen 
items before leaving their factories or 
workshops. Another control is at home. 
If something is discovered—be sure to 
get a long “leave”—at least 7 years—in 
the “Cold Land”—Siberia. 

There is the insecurity and danger 
of arrest at every moment. You feel 


as if they were always half-opened 
doors around ready to swallow you as 
soon as you have said one word too 
much, You feel as if there were hun- 
dreds of blood-thirsty eyes following 
your every movement, It’s worse than 
one can imagine. You never know 
when it’s your turn to disappear like 
thousands before and after you... 

Inhuman Treatment Is Everywhere 


You are used to silence, but once 
captured you are forced to talk by in- 
human treatment and torment. At last 
you no longer know what you say. You 
are forced to confess things you have 
never done, you have never dreamed 
of, but you can’t help it. This is the 
way to insanity prepared by insane 
men. 

These are but a few examples. There 
are many, many more. One could write 
pages, books of more striking and 
dreadful but true events and. stories 
of communist activities, how they treat 
occupied countries and people—the life 
behind the “Iron Curtain.” We are 
glad to be on this side. No power or 
flattery could force us to return home 
before we know that our native coun- 
try, which we love so much, is free of 
all inhuman ideas and actions. There- 
fore, our eyes are turned to the West— 
where we may have security and peace 
and freedom, and a happy life in a 
free country.
